But experts are pretty well agreed 
that the very most France could hope.

BELGIAN REFUGEES TO PAY. 


Found Prosperity In England, but 
Ignored Income Levy Order. 


LONDON, March 14, (Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Belgian ref- 
ugees who fled to England at the begin- 
ning of the war have made: their resi- 
dence profitable, according to testimony 
in court at Hempstead, where a number 
of them appeared today to answer to the 
charge of not paying their income tax.

The offer of the 
American Forestry Association to aid in 
reforesting work has been accepted by 
the forest authorities of France, Bel- 
gium, and Great Britain, and the asso- 
ciation will shortly call upon the Ameri- 
can people to aid in this great under- 
taking.’’

Prediction by Shipping Board. 

The United States Shipping Board 
predicted that the price reductions 
while not affecting the majority of con- 
tracts for ships now building, would 
encourage shipbuilding in the nation. 
Shipbuilders have alleged that because 
of the heavy labor costs and the high 


price of steel products, their industry 
was threatened. The Shipping Board 
announcement read: 

“ The Pa sapere reduction of steel 
prices, Jugt announced by representa- 
tives of the steel_industry and by the 


rindustrial Board 6f the Department of 


Comamierce, means a reduction in the fn 
the cast of ships being built on certain 
contracts for.the United States ping 
Board.+’ Most of the steel 8h (tts, 
however, were made for a ey Soy — 
price, and these. are not affected by th 
drop in.the cost of steel. 

‘* There are certain contracts made on 
the basis of cost and a fee, explained 
D. Cox, manager of the Steel Ship 
Section, Emergency Fleet Corporation. 
In these cases the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation will get the benefit of the 
reduced. rates. 

“The majority of contracts, however, 
for steel. vessels now. under construction 
for the Government are. on a lump sum 
price. These contracts were signed be- 
fore the cut in steel and, therefore, the 
new_rate does not mean any change in 
the prices previously agreed upon. In 
most instances the shipyards have un- 
dcubtedly purchased their steel. Accord- 
ingly the new prices will have little 
effect upon them. ~All future contracts 
will, of course, be ruled by the new 
rate, but we are not signing any con- 
tracts at present. 

“This reduction in the cost of steel is 
regarded by the Shipping Board as a 
step in the right direction and calcu- 
lated to encourage the shipbuilding in- 
dustry of the nation.”’

TO REDEEM CERTIFICATES. 


Treasury Moves to Prepare Banks 
_for the Loan Drive. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—The Treas- 
ury today authorized the immediate re- 
demption of a block of $613,000,000 loan 
certificates of indebtedness dated Dec. 
5, and maturing ordinarily May 6, at 
part and accrued interest to the date of 
redemption. 

‘In view of the determination to open 
the Victory Liberty. Loan campaign 
April 21," said a Treasury announce- 
ment, “it is apparent that this issue 
must be refunded before the proceeds 
of the Joan can reach the Treasury. 
Accordingly, tif Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has authorized Federal. Reserve 
Banks, until further notice, to redeem 
in cash before maturity, at. par and ac- 
crued interest to date of .redemption, 
Treasury certificates-of indebtedness of 
Series VA, dat Dec. 5, 1918, at the 
holder’s option, the: right being  re- 
served, however, to make such redemp- 
tion only after. ten days’ notice, from 
the holder to the Feder Reserve 
Bank of the district, of the. intention to 
exercise such option.’’ 

The object or this action is to. get the 
work of redeeming the certificates out 
of the way before the Reserve Banks 
undertake their tremendous duties of 
the loan campaign. 








Men’s Clothing ‘in. Brisk Demand. 

The men’s clothing manufacturers are 
placéd in position now where if they ac- 
eept much further business they will 


have to buy additional woolens to cover 
these orders. Some of them do not pro- 
pose to do this with aercee where they 
are on the material that is needed. Dou- 
ble-breasted suits are still in large de- 
mand, and supplies of them are only 
coming through in driblets because of 
the late start made on their. manufac- 
ture. They could not be made until 
the Government restriction was removed 
and this did not engble the houses to 
start making them’ much before the 
first of the year. 


‘Hard Coal Stocks Depleted. 
Seward’s Journal will say today that 
nearly three weeks of interrupted de- 


liveries hava caused the retail stocks 
of anthracite coal in greater New York 
to become depleted to-a- point that is 
causing. considerable worty to the local 
trade. Practically every yard is short 
of one or more sizes, and some are 
running low on nearly everything. -The 
greatest pinch’ seems to be in egg coal: 
This is scarce both in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, and in the latter borough 
some of the retailers are nearly out of 
chestnut. Only the mildness of the 
weather is preventing the situation from 
becoming | serious.
